Rockwell original featured at SSC

A Norman Rockwell original hangs in 
FS 201, a journalism office above the 
cafeteria 

Remember the fellow who did so many 
Saturday Evening Post covers? To be 
precise, Rockwell did 316 covers 
depicting the American culture in the late 


1800s and early 1900s, with a romantic, 


nostalgic kind of glow. 

DeWitt Whistler Jayne, professor of 
graphics and journalism at Sacramento 
State College is the owner of the 
Rockwell original, used for a Post cover 
on June 26,1926. Jayne acquired the 
painting in 1956 while lecturing at 
Shelton College in Northeastern New 
Jersey. It was found in a large mansion 
the college bought to rebuild into 
dormatories. Upon request the painting 
was given to Jayne in lieu of back pay for 
his lectures. 

Although they have several mutual 
friends, Jayne has never met Rockwell 
but thinks “historically and critically 
Rockwell is one of the greatest.” He owns 
other originals by such famous painters as 
Goya and Rembrandt. 

Jayne, also a commercial artist, does 
free lance work and sells his own 
paintings. He has been influenced by 
Rockwell’s work and both are technically 
in the same category. Although their 
subject matter varies, both have also been 
influenced by Jan Vermeer, a 17th 
century Dutch artist. 

Rockwell was born in Mamaroneck, 
N.Y. in 1894 and quit high school after 
one year to become a professional artist 
He began his artistic endeavors at 15 
making Christmas cards, earning enough 
to put him through art school. At 17, 
Rockwell illustrated a children’s book, 
“Teil Me Why Stories”, did free lance 
work for various Magazines; and had a 
steady job as art editor of Boys Life 
magazine. 

In 1916, Rockwell submitted two covers 
and a sketch to the Saturday Evening 
Post. He was immediately hired and did

over three nundred more during the next 
47 years until the Post folded. His first 
cover appeared on May 20, 1926. 

Rockwell averaged about three weeks of 
work per cover, sometimes taking as long 
as three months. He generally used live 
models for his work, always giving special 
attention to accuracy of detail. 

Recognized as the outstanding magazine 
iustrator of our time, Rockwell’s work 
has been reproduced more often than any 
other artist. Approximately four million 
prints were made of each Post Cover. 

Rockwell now lives in a country home 
in Arlington, Vermont and is still an 
active illustrator. His recent work has 
been devoted to more significant subject 
matter concerning racial injustice and 
similar social problems 

A revised version of the Saturday 
Evening Post is expected to make an 
appearance soon, and Rockwell will again 
do the cover illustrations. 

A book of Rockwell's work that 
features 6/4 illustrations and a brief story 
of his life is currently on sale in the 
Hornet Bookstore for $45. “Norman 
Rockwell: Artist and Illustrator” makes it 
evident that Rockwell is an inventive 
artist in his own right, with a great gift of 
storytelling.

Spring Registration Schedule 


will be available Dec. 28 


Class schedules and materials for 
Sacramento State College’s spring 
semester registration, Jan. 5-9, will be 
available on Dec. 28 in the bookstore and 
the men’s gym 

Full payment of registration fees by all 
students will be required during the 
January registration unless by previous 
arrangements have been made with the 
Financial Aids or Business Office. 

Certain registration procedures will be 
observed as follows 
(1) Classes will continue as scheduled 
during the week of Jan. 4-9. Students 
with class and registration conflicts may 
register any time after their alphabetic 
group is scheduled to enter the 
registration area 
(2) There — will be no special 
pre-registration conducted by 
departments. All class cards will be 
available at the Women’s Gym to students 
in the priority order established by 
Acaderaic Senate Committees 
(3) During registration, ghost sections 
will be schedules and opened to 
accommodate overflow demand for 
classes as the need arises in the gym 
registration area, Waiting lists for selected 
courses will be maintained by 
departments to accurately measure 
student demand for closing classes and 
the practicality of scheduling additional 
sections later. 

(4) Departments having courses which 
require placement examinations should 
arrange to schedule these examinations 
prior to registration in January. 

(5) Instructors or authorized 
departmental representatives must be 
available prior to and during registration 
periods to grant permission to enroll in 
those courses requiring instructor 
approval, and 

(6) Students living beyond commuter 
distance, who cannot come to campus 
prior to Feb. 8 will be directed to 
department offices for academic 
advisement during the week of Feb. 8-12 


and will begin to register on Feb. 10. 

The add and drop procedure will begin 
for all students on Feb. 1i. A two dollar 
per transaction and one dollar per add or 
drop fee will be charged for program 
changes after Feb. 26. March 12 will be 
the last day to add or drop without 
academic evaluation 


Support 
increases 
for bikeway 


The pedaliing of approximately 200 
students and other bikeway enthusiasts 
from SSC to City Hali last month 
apparently helped influence the City 
Council and the County Board of 
Supervisors into lending support to the 
biketrail concept as an alternative path of 
transportation. 

In recent action by the Board of 
Supervisors a plan for regional bicycle 
trails was unanimously backed by Board 
Chairman Henry Kloss, and members 
James Phelan, and Frank J. O’Brien. 

They approved the request of the 
Bikeway Action Committee which called 
tor the county te play a major role in 
establishing a bike trail system. 


Earlier the Sacramento City Council 
endorsed a pilot project which would 
establish bicycle lanes on certain city 
streets tying together SSC and the 
downtown area. 


The proposed bikeway runs from SSC 
through the downtown business district 
into Old Sacramento. The roundtrip 
route is approximately 9.1 miles long and 
uses parts of 12 city streets. It links 10 
schvols, four parks and two historic sites 
by marked bicycle lanes eight to 10 feet

What's the law? 


Mastering the Draft

During war “we need somebody inspired by God on high to preach to 
our women and children and those men above 25.” And so in 1917, 
Congress legislated the ministerial exemption. Today, the class IV-D 
exemption is also available to pre-enrolied and enrolled divinity 
students. It is a mandatory exemption which is based upon essentially 
objective criteria. In other words, local boards are left with little or no 
discretion 

Pre-enroliment is a procedure whereby a young man can enroll in a 
divinity school well before actually beginning classes. A pre-enrolled 
divinity student will be exempt if he is (1) preparing for the ministry 
(2) under the direction of a recognized church or religious organization 
and (3) is satisfactorily pursuing a full-time course of instruction 
leading to entrance into a recognized theological or divinity school in 
which he is pre-enrclled. Thus, you could qualify for class IV-D while 
still attending your present college 

An enrolled divinity student will be exempt if he meets the same 
requirement except that he must already be a full-time divinity student 
progressing satisfactorily at a recognized divinity school 

Let's examine these requirements. What does “preparing for the 
ministry” mean? It means you must intend to become a minister. Thus 
if you were to admit to your board that your ministerial studies were 
being pursued soley to get you over the age of draft liability, the board 
could deny the exemption 

Usually, however, the question of intention will not arise if you 
pre-enroll or enroll in a divinity school which only graduates qualified 
ministers. In such case, the school itself will be ‘“‘directing’ your 
preparation and, since the school only graduates qualified ministers, 
your intentions should be clear. Some divinity schools, however, are 
non-denominational or graduate men for secular as well as religious 
vocations. Attendance at such schools does not necessarily indicate an 
intention to become a minister. Consequently, you must submit 
evidence from the person who is directing your preparation for the 
ministry indicating that you do, in fact, intend to become a minister. 

What is a “recognized church or religious organization?” The draft 
laws provide no answer. The Selective Service System has advised its 
local beards that “a church or religious organization should be able to 
show that it was established on the basis of a community of faith and 
belief, doctrines and practices of a religious character, and that it 
engages primarily in religious activities.” This language is not very 
helpful. Religions generally have a religious character and religious 
activities. The problem is, what is © religion? 

The courts have provided no workable answer. In one case, the 
Neo-American Church (Dr. Timothy Leary, Chief Boo Hoo) was found

Instead, it found the use of LSD and an official Church song: Row, 
Row, Row Your Boat 

This is not to say that unorthodox practices necessarily foreclose legal 
status to a religion. In one case, a Reservist sought a discharge from the 
Army Reserve on the grounds that he was a ministerial student in the 
Church of Scientology. Some of the Church's rituals could be 
characterized as bizarre. The court, however, found that “for our 
purposes it is enough, absent rebuttal, that the Church is incorporated 
in New York as a religious corporation, that it has a substantial 
membership and a functioning divinity school which ordains ministers 
It is not for us to prejudge the benefits, or lack thereof, which may 
come to members of the Church from being audited while holding in 
their hands two soup cans linked by an electrical apparatus.” 

Good sense would require young men pre nrolied or enrolled in 
“unorthodox” divinity schools to present,sullicient evidence to their 
boards explaining the nature of their religion. The Native American 
Church is not well known in New York nor are Black Muslims familiar 
in Montana 

Finally, what is a “recognized divinity school’? There is no list. The 
Selective Service System advises that the “school should enjoy a good 
reputation” and graduate ministers. This advise is of limited value. Who 
is to decide if a reputation is good? These are fertile grounds for court 
cases. 

The divinity student exemption is unique in that it is mandatory, 
available to most anybody. and has no time or age limits. The obvicus 
has already been noted by the U.S. Supreme Court: “A registrant might 
seek a theological school as a refuge for the duration of the war.” The 
Court added that Congress clearly did not intend this result. Of course, 
intentions are difficult to determine whether they are Congress’ or your 
own.

A Chicano is a Mexican-American with a 
non-Anglo image of himself 
He resents being told Columbus 
“discovered”” American when the Chicano 
ancestors, the Mayans and the Aztecs, 
founded highly sophisticated civilizations 
centuries before Spain financed the 
Italian explorer’s trip to the “New 
World.” 
Chicanos resent also Anglo 
pronouncements that Chicanos are 
“culturally deprived” or that the fact that 
they speak Spanish is a “problem.” 
Chicanos will tell you that their culture 
predates that of the Pilgrims and that 
Spanish was spoken in America before 
English and so the “problem” is not 
theirs but the Anglos who don’t speak 
Spanish. 
Having told you that the Chicanos will 
then contend that Anglos are 
Spanish-oriented at the expense of 
Mexicans 
They will complain that when the 
governor dresses up as a Spanish 
nobleman for the Santa Barbara Fiesta 
he’s insulting Mexicans because the 
Spanish conquered and exploited the 
Mexicans 
It’s as if the governor dresses up like an 
English Redcoat for a Fourth of July 
parade, Chicanos say 

Brainwashed by Anglos 
When you think you know what 


Chicanos are getting at, a 
Mexican-American will tell you that 
Chicano is an insulting term and may 
even quote the Spanish Academy to 
prove that Chicano derives from 
chicanery 

A Chicano will scoff at this and say that 
such Mexican-Americans have been 
brainwashed by Anglos and that they’re 
Tio Tacos (Uncle Toms). This type of 
Mexican-Americans, Chicanos will argue, 
don't like the word because it’s abrasive 
to their Anglo-oriented minds 


Ruben Salazar was a columnist for the 
Los Angeles Times who fought 
unceasingly for the cause of the 
economically deprived 
Mexican-American.

from the word Chihuahua-the name of a 
Mexican state bordering on the United 
States. 

Getting trickier. this version then 
contends that Mexicans who migrated to 
Texas call themselves Chicanos because 
having crossed into the United States 
from Chihuahua they adopted the first 
three letters of that state, Chi, and then 
added cano. for the latter part of Texano. 


Miss the Whole Point 


Such explanations, however, tend to 
miss the whole point as to why 
Mexican-American activists call 
themselves Chicanos 
Mexican-Americans, the second largest 
minority in the country and the largest in 
the Southwestern states (California, 
Texas, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Colorado), have always had difficulty 
making up their minds what to call 
themselves 
In New Mexico they call themselves 
Sparash-Americans. In other parts of the 
Southwest they call themselves 
Americans of Mexican descent, people 
with Spanish surnames or Hispanos 
Why, ask some Mexican-Americans, 
can’t we just call ourselves Americans” 
Chicanos are trying to explain why not 
Mexican-Americans, though indigenous to 
the Southwest, are on the lowest rung 
scholastically, economically, socially and 
politically. Chicanos feel cheated. They 
want to effect change. Now 

Average 8 Years of School 


Mexican-Americans average eight years 
of schooling compared to the Negroes’ 10 
years. Farm workers, most of whom are 
Mexican-American in the Southwest, are 
excluded from the National Labor 
Relations Act unlike other workers 

Also, Mexican-Americans often have to 
compete for low-paying jobs with their 
Mexican brothers from across the border 
who are willing to work for even less 
Mexican-Americans have to live with the 
stinging fact that that the word Mexican 
is the synonym for inferior in many parts 
of the Southwest 

That is why Mexican-American activists 
flaunt the barrio word Chicano~—as an act 
of defiance and a badge of honor 
Mexican-Americans, though large in 
numbers, are so politically impotent that 
in Los Angeles, where the country’s 
largest single concentration of 
Spanish-speaking live, they have no one 
of their own on the City Council. This, in 
a city politically sophisitcated enough to 
have three Negro councilmen 

Chicanos, then, are merely fighting to 
become “Americans.” Yes, but with a 
Chicano outlook

Tenure threatens to 
hurt quality education 


The very tool which can be the safeguard of quality instruction in 
higher education can also be the cause of continued mediocrity within 
the system. We are, of course, talking about tenure. The most sacred of 
institutions in the teaching profession is only rivaled by the seniority 
system in the U.S. Senate. 

Critics on both sides have unwillingly agreed that if the rules, or rituals 
as they frequently are, were carefully and uniformly applied, then 
professors would be forced to maintain a high standard of instruction. 
Naturally, the benefit is to the student when viewed in this light. And 
why not? Is not the primary function of schools to educate its students 
and not to provide job security for the multitude of credentialed people 
who hope to make a career of teaching? Of course it is, but those whose 
job security is threatened by new and active faculty members who 
display talents and initiative which might focus attention on their 
mediocrity fail to see tenure in this light. 

Just as in the case of the seniority system where mediocrity and 
out-dated approaches slow the political process, so it happens in the 
tenure system. Those in power are no longer concerned about seeing 
government, or in our case, education, function properly. They are 
concern: about keeping their jobs and all the benefits it brings. 

Such is the situation in the enture fight over Robert Nelson in the 
chemistry department. We believe that he should be retained, even if 
the committee which is reconsidering his position has already made its 
decision, but has not publicly announced it. Whatever the outcome, 
though, some serious thought should be given to what tenure really 
means. If it means mediocrity within the teaching corps here at 
Sacramento State then constructive action must be taken to remedy 
this problem before it destroys whatever standard of teaching is left 
within California's colleges.
